AND fince the moſt Chriſtian King 
was never more defirous of any thing , 
than that the Peace be Firm and Inviolable,

Kingdoms, Countries, Lands or Dominions 
which He now Enjoys, and therefore En- 
gages His Honour, upon the Faith and Word 
of a King, that He will not give or Aﬀord 
any Aſſſiance, directly or indirectly, to 
any Enemy or Enemies of the faid King of 
Great Britain ; And that He will in no man- 
ner whatſoever favour the Confſpiracies or 
Plots which any Rebels, or ill diſpoſed Per- 
ſons, may in any Place Excite or Contrive 
againſt the ſaid King ; And for that End 
Promiſes and Engages, That He will not 
Affiſt with Arms, Ammunition, Ships, Provi- 
fions, or Money, or in any other way,by Sea or
